A RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING THE MAYOR OR HEQz- R
DESIGNEE TO EXECUTE AND DELIVER TO FULTON
COUNTY, GEORGIA AN ESTOPPEL LETTER
CONCERNING THAT CERTAIN PROPERTY LOCATED

AT 410 FLAT SHOALS ROAD, SE. AND AN
OUTSTANDING WATER SERVICES BILL INCURRED BY

A TENANT OF THE PROPERTY IN ORDER TO
FACILITATE A LAND SWAP WITH THE COUNTY AND

THE CONSTRUCTION OF THE EAST ATLANTA
LIBRARY; AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES.

WHEREAS, Jim Buzbee is the owner of a parcel of land (the "Church Property") known
as 410 Flat Shoals Road, S.E. that is leased as a church; and

WHEREAS, the tenant of the Church Property has incurred an approximate $11,000
water bill in connection with water services provided by the City to the Church Property;
and

WHEREAS, Fulton County, Georgia (the "County") is the owner of another parcel of
land (the "Swap Property") that it is willing to exchange for the Church Property in order
to facilitate the construction of the East Atlanta Library at the corner of McPherson and
Flat Shoals Road; and

WHEREAS, the County has expressed concern that the City will exercise certain rights
it may have under Georgia law and the City’s Code of Ordinances to place a lien on the
Church Property in order to satisfy the $11,000 water bill of the tenant; and

WHEREAS, the County has requested that the City issue to it, in order to facilitate the
exchange of the Church Property for the Swap Property and alleviate the County’s
concerns, an estoppel letter pursuant to which the City agrees that it will not exercise
against the Church Property any lien rights the City may have under Georgia law and the
City’s Code of Ordinances to satisfy payment of the outstanding water bill; and

WHEREAS,; the City has determined that it is desirable and in its best interests to issue
the estoppel letter to facilitate the exchange of the Church Property for the Swap Property
and the construction of the East Atlanta Library;

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF
ATLANTA, GEORGIA, that the Mayor, the Director of the Bureau of Purchasing and
Real Estate or the Commissioner of the Department of Water, or any one of them, are
authorized, on behalf of the City, to issue to Fulton County, Georgia an estoppel letter
indicating that the City will not exercise any rights it may have under




’ Gédf‘gia law or the City’s Code of Ordinances to place a lien upon the Church Property in
“order;to satisfy payment of the outstanding approximately $11,000 water bill incurred by
- the ténant of that property;
BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the issuance of the estoppel letter to Fulton
County, Georgia will not affect any other rights the City may have to directly seek
collection of the outstanding water bill from the tenant of the Church Property;

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the estoppel letter will not be binding upon
the City until it has been executed by the Mayor or her designee and delivered to Fulton
County, Georgia.
